I Am A Teacher 

, Editor \s Note: The following us 
a repnnt from the March. 1943. Is- 
sue of the Journal of the National 
Education Asscciation. • 

I am a teacher who left teachuig 
last spring to get a job in Wash- 
Mjttna As I stepped from the train 
at Union Station and as I walked 
through the depot where one sees 
mote tired people than in any oth- 
er place in the world. I beheld the 
national capitol building, the dome 
-hilling like a jewel in the sprine 
rain. I thought Here is the place 

the heart of tin- nation when- 1 
can really do something to help 
things along " When I closed my 
books and locked my classroom 
door back home. I felt I was leav- 
ing a job of minor importance for 
one of real value to a nation at 
war. 

It took four months ot hard work 
for Uncle Sam to make me realize 
the situation in its proper perspec- 
tive. As September drew near, let- 
ters came to me from different sec- 
tions cf the state, telling mt of the 
desperate need tor teachers. Ne- 
braska newspapers reached me. 
commenting on the seriousness ol 
the situation I was dusturbed I 
had reasonably important duties m 
a government office to perform, but 
on the other hand I knew that to 
win this war. to obtain a satisfac- 
tory world afterward, we mast have 
teachers in our schools Ejery 
tune 1 looked about me in Wash- 
ington I could see Abraham Lin- 
coln, and scores of others sweating 
and toiling to create a nation. I 
could see the value of human char- 
acter in the unbuilding of our 
country 

As a teacher I had a part 111 the 
tormaticn of that character As an 
office worker. I was a cog in 
machine Every time I thought of 
my locked rla-sroom. I knew that 
I had locked mv heart behind the 
closed doors I was merely a me- 
chanical man. moviim much like 
these same figures in the funny 
books I had seen my students pack 
arcund under their arms. Everv 
time I stepped into the Library of 
Congress, or into the Smithsonian 
Institute I saw something which 
reminded me of mv unfinished 
work in the school 

Moreover. 1 was learning evtry 
month that my higher salary was 
being spent to meet a more than 
much higher cost ot living. I was 
doing a job another person ,ould 
do. at no increase in my sating 
and at a real loss in personal aaV- 
usfaction My place 111 Washineton 
could be tilled: my place in the 
Nebraska -choojs was still open 
My decision brought me immense 
■CMM. I resigned my post in Wash- 
ington I came back to the Ne- 
braska school 

The fall term M eniied Every 
day I am more convinced that I am 
where I belong: where I can make 
li s- money, it is true but where I 
can save more, where I am the 
happiest: where I am ot the most 
service 

The eager youngsters who pa-s 111 
and out of my classroom doors will 
this Keneration. 1 am convinced 
have to suffer tor the mistakes ot 
that the greatest contribution I fan 
make to mv ,-ounlry now is to pre- 
pare them for the difficulties o: 
their adult lite If ill the years of 
peace that follow- this war. I am 
asked. What did you contribute 
toward our victory? I shall be 
glad and proud to answer. I was 
a teacher" 



of the Committee of Inter-American 
Affairs "One can eat breakfast at 
*>a level, eat lunch at an altitude 
of 15.000 leet. and have supper in 
the jungle — traveling by motor car ." 
Dr Parro commented as he talked 
of his native country 

Dr. Parro described the trans- 
planting of rubber from Soirh 
America to the Orient, where they

The wile of a viceroy became ill 
with malaria, the story goes, said 
Dr. Parro. and the native Indians 
persuaded the sick woman to take 
some of the brew that they boiled 
from the bark of the cinchona tree 
After her recovery, the viceroys 
wife returned to Europe with the 
seeds of this plant and the produc- 
tion of quinine for medicinal pur- 
poses started in Europe It was not 
until some time later that the Peru- 
vians realized their economic loss

Arts and 
Sciences junior, said that she defi- 
nitely intends to join the WAVES 
after graduation and perhaps be- 
fore. Nine other girls agreed with 
her statement "I like the stand- 
ards of the WAVES better: they 
are more select, the work requires 
more training, and the girls are 
probably a better group as a whole.' 

Uniforms were considered rela- 
tively unimportant with the score 
about 50-50 for either side How- 
ever, opportunities for special work 
weighed decisions as three girls be- 
lieve the - WAAC offers a better 
chance for dietitians 

Fi\e of the girls stated that they 
intend to do other war work, in- 
cluding the Ferry Command, army 
dietetics, ambulance driving, nurs- 
ing, and foreign Civil Service
